SALT LAKE CITY, April 29.—In the 
hearing of the suit to dissolve the mer- 
ger of the Harriman lines now in prog- 
reas in this city, J. W. Summerhays, a 
wholesale wool and hide dealer, testi- 
fied that when he wanted to make 4 
shipment over the Denver and Rio

MAKING CUT FIRST TIME IN HIS. 
TORY OF ROADS.

Fare of $25 for Round+Trip Will 
Be Charged from Chicago and St. 
Lowls to Atlantic Seaboard—At- 
tempt to Except New York Seems 
Likely to Fail. 


(BY DIPECT WIRE TC THE TIMES.) 


CHICAGO, April 29.—{Exclusive Dis- 
patch.{ For the first time in their 
history the eastern railroads have de- 
cided to put in cheap summer tourist 
rates from the Middle West to the At- 
lantic seaboard and to the New Eng- 
land territory. Beginning on June 1 
and continuing until September 8 it 
will be possibile to visit the big sea- 
board cities, or the Atlantic Coast 
sumener resorts, or the New England 
or the mountain resorts of New York 
by the payment of a round-trip rate 
of approximately $25 from Chicago or 
St. Louis. 

The reduced rates have been de- 
cided upen for all eastern points, with 
the exception of New York, and 
strenuous efforts are being made by 
some of the roads to except the New 
York business from the operation of 
the cheap rates. With a view to set- 
tiling this mooted point a conference 
of the Chicago-east-bound lines has 
been called for Chicago, Saturday. It 
Is more than likely, however, that a 
$25 round-trip rate will be put in be- 
tween Chicago and New York and be- 
tween St. Louls and New York, for at 
least one road stands ready to take 
independent action to this end. 

For years the eastern roads have 
maintained a stone wall around the 


eastern summer resorts, insisting 


upon continuing to charge normal 
tariffe during all the summer months. 
The eastern lines heretofore hhve 
refused to benefit by the example of 
the western lines until the trend of 
summer business became so prepond- 
eratingly westward as to cause some 
of the eastern roads to take notice.

Trespass of Tree Roots Results in 
Damage Suit for Sidewalk 
Upheaval. 


There are plain, ordinary rooters, 
Greek roots and legal roots, but a 
suit filed in the township court before 
Justice Stephens yesterday is probably 
the first instance in the history of 
jurisprudence wherein cognizance is 
taken of pepper roots. 

G, Kiemen is the plaintiff. He seeks 
to recover from Mr. rs. R. R. 
Berry damages amounting to $50 be- 
ycanuse their negligent old pepper trees 
persisted in projecting their roots 
across the property line and rooting 
up Klemen's cement sidewalk. 

The plaintiff lives at No. 2728 West 
Pico street, while the defendants own 
the next yard. No. 2808. Kiemén 
charges the roots with tréspaes, and, 
bocause the owners of the roots’ trees 
did not keep them on their own side 
of the fence, there is trouble.

SANTA FE TRAING. | 


Sixty thousand dollars is to be 
scattered along fifty miles of Santa 
Fé right of way between Los Angeles 
and San Diego this summer. It la not 


jto be in real jingling sliver coins but 


in 100,000 yards of gravel which is be- 
ing hauled nightly on monster gravel 
trains running between San Dimas and 
the ocean front, 
For three weeks the heavily loaded 
trains, blocks long, have thundered 
through Los Angeles, like demons of 
the nigist. 
“What does it all mean?” was asked 
of Arthur G. Wells, general manager 
last night. 
“Why it means that the Santa Fé is 
putting in’ the best roadbed that 
money can buy, between Los Angeles 
and San Diego,” he answered, with 
good nature. 5 
Are you expecting a little competi- 
tion down there?” was ventured. 
“Well, now I don't know. They say 
that Spreckels is going to builld a lime 
out of there, off on to the desert some 
but we don't know quite all 
I guess the man w went 
to find out where that line is going 
hasn't got back yet.” and Mr. Wells 
laughed merrily. just as if he is not 
a bit bothered about any competition. 
' you know we laid thirty miles 
of new roadbed on that line leet sum- 
mer, and we are going to lay fifty 
Miles this summer. We are putting in. 
new rails throughout and intend to 
keep up the improvement of our sye- 
tem in Southern California. As son 
as that job on the ocean front is com- 
pleted we will relay and reballiast from 
Highland Junction near San Bernar- 
dino to Summit. The work has al- 
ready been done from Summit to Bar- 
stow.” 
“How are labor conditions?’ Mr. 
Wells was asked. 
“Why, they have seldom been better.” 
he answered. “We have no trouble in 
getting alj the labor we want. On the 
two steel gangs of seventy-five men 
each that are working on the San 
Diego line we use Mexicans and white 
overseers. Then there are about 200 
laborers working on the gravel, also 
mostly Mexicans. No, we are not em- 
ying any Japs at all except a few 
n our shops. But labor is plentiful. 
You know conditions are not as pros- 
perous for the man out of a job now 
as they were a year or so back.” 
The gravel for the stretch of 


ballast is being brought a deposit 
owned by the Santa near San 
Dimas. Spur tracks are run right into 


the deposit where big steam shovels 
scoop the gravel up and ioad it di- 
rectly into R rs dump cara, which 
automatically drop it into the center 
of the track when it has reached its 
destination. Two trains a night are 
run and often three. They are said to 
be the jongest gravel trains ever hauled 
in this Ftate, and are yanked along by 
giant engines. General Manager Wells 
says that the deposit will keep the 
Santa Fé suppied with excellent ballast 
in Southern California for years to 
come. The steel being laid is elghty- 
five pounds domestic, manufactured at 
Pueblo. Colo. The improvements on 
the San Diego line this summer will all 
told amount to quite a little over $100,- 
006. The work at present is progress- 
ing just south of San Juan Capistrano.

CHANGE OF ORDER. 
COURTS REARRANGED. 

By the operation of the new rules 
adopted by the Superior judges some 
time ago, Curtis D. Wilbur of Depart- 
ment Eight will tomortow become the 
presiding judge for the coming year, 
succeeding Judge W. P. James. 

. Under the new arrangement, Judge 
Wilbur will have ali of the business of 
the Juvenile Court, hear all inquests 
of tunacy, hold court for naturaliza- 
tion purposes, hear proof offered in any 
case and order judgment therein, 
wherein default has been entered ex- 
cept cases for divorce or annulment 
of marriage, each day at the opening 
of court, regardless of the number of 
the department to which such action 
may have been assigned. He will also 
attend in chambers during the business 
hours of each day, for the purpose of 
hearing applications for ex parte or- 
ders, and with the assistance of the 
other judges of the Superior Court pre- 
pare the lists of jurors. 

Judge James will have divorce cases 
under the new rules, and will preside 
in all actions of that character until 
the first of November next, when such 
actions are to be transferred to De- 
partment Three, and thereafter be 
heard by the several departments in 
rotation in order of number for the 
period of six months in each depart- 
ment, excepting Departments Two, 
Eight. Eleven and Twelve, and the 
department of the presiding judge. 

In hearing divorce cases, Judge 
James will have his hands full, as 
there are six contested actions and 
fifty-six defaults alpeady on the cal- 
endar for May, and the cases filed 
average almost four a day. In April, 
eo far, there have been more than 
113 divorce cases filed in the office of 
the County Clerk. But Judge James 
disposes of divorces rapidly, with due 
regard to the provisions of the law 
that he insists must be fulfilled in 
every instance. ‘

and Russia. The conflict in the Turkish capital is 
not confined to the struggle between Young Turks 
and Old Turks only. The diplomats at London, 
Berlin, Vienna and St. Petersburg are moving the 
springs of action at Constantinople quite as much 
as the leaders of the Turkish movement and those 
who resist the new order. It seems to be a case of 
three against one, but from the indications arising 
to the surface, in spite of all efforts at concealment, 
it looks as if Engtish influence might prove more 
than a match for the combined efforts of the two 
Teutonic nations with the Slav added. — 


ARROW STATESMANSHIP. 
Colorado has always been more or less spec- 


1 tacular from the political point of view—exceed- 


ingly so for the last twelve or fifteen years. When 
former Senator Teller walked out of the Republican 
convention at St. Louis in 1896 with his pocket 
handkerchief to his eyes weeping over the degen- 
eracy of his party, which had incorporated the 
gold standard plank in the platform, about al! the 
Republicans in the State of Colorado followed his 
lead, and the Republican vote in the State that 
year was next to nothing, although Colorado had 
always previously given heavy Republican major- 
ities. From that time to this, Colorado politics 
have been as full of vagaries as the egg is of 
meat. 

The new Governor of the State, Shafroth, brings 
Colorado into the limelight anew. He has pro- 
moted to its passage the most drastic law ever 
drafted to govern elections. The State is here- 
after to bear about all the expenses of elections. 
By the new law, every party represented on the 
ticket shall be paid 25 cents for each vote cast for 
Governor at the last election for the party nominee. 
Half of this money is given to the several county 
chairmen in proportion to the votes of the party 
cast in the county. The only other contributors to 
election expenses under this law are the candidates 
of the several parties, and their contributions are 
limited to 40 per cent. of the first year’s salary, or 
25 per cent. of the fees where the office is supported 
in that way. 

Now this law may appear to those who are al- 
ways hunting for something new as a stroke of 
profound statesmanship. The Times is always con- 
cerned with honest politics and has never hesitated 
te condemn the corrupt use of money in elections. 
But we do contend that so drastic a law is not only 
unnecessary but wrong. Corrupt use of money in 
pclities can be prevented in other ways than this 
and will probably not be prevented by the means 
here provided. ' 

But passing by that problematic feature of this 
law, it seems to be an encrogchment upon the civil 
rights of citizens and to.be exceedingly detrimental 
t> advocates of new principles in political affairs. 
It is always best to leave citizens to manage their 
affairs in their own way, but honestly. It gives 
more scope to individual action and puts new life 
into political con This law gives a great ad- 
vantage to such partiés as attain dominance in a 
State or a county. Under its provisions in the 
next general elections the Democrats will receive 
from the State of Colorado $32,229 and the Repub- 
licans $29,708. The Prohibition party will receive 
a little pittance of $1384.50. There can be no ad- 
ditions made to these funds, excepting by the can- 
didates of the different parties, and their contribu- 
tions are limited. Is there or is there not an in- 


seems to us there is. 

But what about new political organizations? How 
are they to conduct their campaigns with prac- 
tically no funds at all in competition with the 
Denocratic and Republican organizations furnished 
with some modicum of the sinews of war? 

Then there is another side to the question. If 
the adherents of any given political faith are im- 
pressed with the necessity or desirability of carry- 
ing the State, why should they be debarred from 
spending money honestly and properly in advo- 
eating their principles and in seeking success 
of their ticket at the polls? There are many legiti- 
mate ways for disbursing money in elections, and 
it is entirely proper, in our opinion, for any ardent 
adherent of any political faith to contribute money 
for the cause. We are speaking now of individual 
cortributions and have not in mind those made by 
corporations. If in a@ State contest it is the opin- 
ion of a large number of citizens that their inter- 


4 ests are greatly involved in the election, why 


should they be debarred from doing proper mis- 
sionary work among the voters of the State? Let 
us suppose a case in which rank Socialists were 
in danger of carrying an election. Let us go back 
to 1896, when so many honest and fairly intelli- 
gent citizens of this country were of the opinion 
that a stamp ypon 50 cents’ worth of silver would 
make it equal fo 100 cents’ worth of gold, and that 
it would not be dishonest for the debtor class to 
discharge an obligation representing 100 cents with 
50 cents’ worth of money. Why should the advo- 
cates of either doctrine be debarred from present- 
ing their ideas to the citizens of the State? 

In such a campaign it required very great ef- 
fort, ing over a period of six months, to get 
the subject ted fairly to the minds of the 
people. Millions of pieces of printed matter were 
distributed over the United Stetes. Great num- 
bers of speakers were required to address meetings. 
Transportation expenses had to be met, the rent 
of halls, lighting them and necessary services in 
connection with meetings. In Colorado the interest 
in. this subject was intense. There was scarcely a 
village in the State at which meetings were not 
held. The expenses of such a campaign in Colo- 
rado could not possibly have been discharged with 
any such sums of money as contemplated in this 
new law.

ATTEN AND HIS WHEAT CORNER. 
What a large number of people—who would 
be puzzled to tell you the weight of a bushel of 
wheat, the amount of wheat produced in the world, 
or even in America, the consumption of wheat in 
different countries, whether that consumption is in- 
creasing or diminishing, whether the crop of last 
year was generally above or below average, how 
much carried-over wheat there had been on the 
market from the previous crop, what the move- 
ment of wheat day by day was during the last 
week—thought they knew all about the high crimes 
and misdemeanors committed by “Jim” Patten! 
Now, there is one thing that close observers of 
this market concluded years ago. That conclusion 
is that the wheat supply of the world is too vast, 
too widely scattered, for any combination to be 
made strong enough to hold it in a “corner.” For 
thirty years attempts to “corner” wheat have been 
made at divers places by different persons. In al- 
most every instance temporaty success has fol- 
lowed these attempts, to be followed by utter and 
disastrous failure. It always will be so. We need 
not disturb our minds about “cornering” wheat 
and holding it for a length of time sufficient to 
jeopardize the breakfast table. 
Wheat is one of the most universal products of 
the soil. It grows over immensely large areas of 
territory in both the temperate zones. It comes 
in competition with corn, rye, oats, barley, rice and 
potatoes, every one of them a crop of universal ex- 
tension and immense volume. Wheat is one of the 


principal agricultural products of the United 


States, the leading one of Canada, also of the Ar- 
gentine Republic, of Australia and Russia. It is 
also in exportable quantities in South 
Africa, and even old France often has wheat to ex- 
port. There are only three or four populous coun- 
tries in the world which import wheat. Great 
Britain is the largest importer, followed by Ger- 
many.

When 
Patten’s “corner” in Chicago affécted the wheat 
market of the United States, this.effect was felt 
temporarily in other countries where the holders 
of wheat were misled for a time by ‘the impression 
that there would be-a shortage of the crop. Im- 
mediately the high price drew wheat out of Rus- 
sia in an immense stream, and the markets of Eu- 
rope settled to a normal level: Another influence 
that broke Patten’s “corner” was the changed 
prospect for the coming crop in the United States. 
Patten had manipulated May wheat, and probably 
would have held the market at a very high level if 
he had not jumped into the new-crop year with a 
fooiish attempt to “bull” July wheat. When he 
undertook this task the prospect for the next crop 
of the United States was not flattering. With me- 
teorological changes this prospect has changed, and 
the outlook for a week past has been for an abun- 
dant crop of winter and spring wheat in the 
United States, and for corn as well. Naturally 
July wheat went to under this influence, as 
May wheat had sufferéd a “slump” when the Rus- 
sian farmers began to Bell freely. i

HE NEXT BANK STATEMENT. 
The Comptroller of the Currency will ‘soon 


issue a call for a statement as to the condition of - 


business in all the national banks of the country. 
This call will contain som@ novel features. The 
Comptroller has formulated a series of questions 
going much more inte detail than has been usual. 
But the real innovation will be the request that 
State banks, savings banks and trust companies, 
and indeed private banks, shall make a report of 
their condition on the same date as that fixed for 
the national banks. The desire of the Comptroller 


is to get a simultaneous report from all the finan- 


cial institutions of the eduptry which will give an 
adequate view of conditions upon the given day. 

This step is taken upon the suggestion of the 
Monetary Commission, which is enga in study- 
ing the banking laws of the United States with a 
view to introducing at the next term of Congress. 
certain important modifications to these laws. The 
request for the codperation of all the banks in the 
country is in order to gi a fuller under- 
standing of our financial This mov 
we understand, has been taken up by the supe 
visors of State banks, and they have requested or 
will request that cashiers of the various institu- 
tions shall fill out certain forms which will be sent 
them in blank just before the Comptroller's call 
shall come, It is understood that no publication 
will be given to the reports of individual banks, 
which will be used merely for the purpose of mak- 
ing up tabulated statistics showing the aggregate 
result obtained from all the banking institutions in 
a given State or smaller section of country.

PRODUCE DEALERS 80 ESTIMATE 
THIS SEASON'S OUTPUT. 


Local Fruit Man Returns from a 
Trip North With Report of Heavy 
Bearing in the Orcharde—Watson- 
ville Applies Will Probably Exceed 
Past Year's Total. 


Cherries will be more plentiful this 
year than ever before. This predic- 
tion has been. made by a number of 
produce dealers who have been in the 
central part of the State looking into 
the fruit situation. Yesterday J. Hu- 
ber, secretary ef the Rivers Brothers 
Company, returned from a_ three 
Weeks’ trip through the great orch- 
ards in the North with the same _re- 
port. 

“The black cherries at Stockton are 
ripening rapidly and within a week 
Los Atigeles wil] be im the midst of 
the cherry season, larg#ishipments of 
the biarks being billed fr here,” said 
Mr. Huber. “The crop Around Stock- 
ton is far heavier than in the past 
three years. Royal Ann cherries are 
also doing well, but their bearing will 
not reach half that of the biack cher- 
ries. In addition to the cherry dis- 
trict about Stockton, Newcastle, Va- 
caville, Suisun and San José terri- 
tortes will all send out imenense har- 


“A fair estimate of the crop may 
be gained the fact that shippers 
have prepared to send 125 carloads of 
cherries to the East, in addition to ali 
the fruit used for local consumption 
ard for distribution in this part of 
the State. Altogether, the crop will 
run in the neighborhood of 260 cars. 
The fruit is expected to average about 
6 centa 2. pound throughout the sea- 
son, a low average since at present 
cherries are selling as high as 35 cents 
a pound. They will fall rapidity, 


though. within a week. The crop will | 


bring the growers at least half a 
milion dollars.” 

Mr. Huber did not confine his ob-/ 
servations to cherries but also inves- 
tigated other fruit conditions. 
“Growers of apples in the Pajaro Val- 
ley. commonly known as the Watson- 
ville district, expect to send out 4000 
carloads, at least 600 more than were 
shipped ouf this last season. The 
fruit on the trees is maturing splen- |. 
didiy. and uniess biight or worms 
cause considerable damage, the grow- 


ers will realize $1,200,000 from their 


apple: it. thie one district alone. 

“Peaches and plums are showing up 
well throughout the territory where 
these frulte are most prolific. The 
only crop that will be very short this 
season, is thet of apricots. The trees 
are carrying less than 2% per cent. of 
the amount ci green fruit at this time, 
than they Cid iast year during the 
same period. The orchardists in the 
Santa (lara Valley all expect . that 
the crop will be only one-fourth to 
one-fifth as large as iast year. This 
will mean only about 1,000,000 pounds 
of dried fruit and only about thirty- 
five carloads of fresh fruit shipped 
out of the State.”

OCEAN PARK, April 29.--President 
Alt Morris of the Santa Monica Coun- 
eilv has prepared a financial statement. 
calculated to demonstrate that con- 
solidation of Ocean Park and Santa 
Monica would be for the best inter- 
ests of both municipalities. He says it 
is evident that it is costing Ocean 
Park to run her government a great 
deal more in proportion than Santa 
Monica is paying.
